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A CRUEL CRASH. 


Fearful Accident on the West 
Jersey Railroad. 


A Trainfol of Excursionists Almost 
Scalded to Death. 


Horrible Scenes of Sufiering---A 
List of the Injured. 


PHILADELPHIA, August 12.—Twenty-four 
cars, in two sections,took a party of 1,300 per- 
sons, consisting of members of St. Ann’s 
Literary Institute and of parishioners of St. 
Ann’s Catholic Church, to Atlantic City yes- 
terday morning, over the new branch of the 
West Jersey Railroad. The start for Phila- 
delphia was made at 6p. m., the cars again 
being in two sections. When near Mays’ 
Landing the leading section stopped and the 
engine following crashed intothe rear ear, 
killing James Sweeney outright and injuring 
thirty-eight others. A disposition to lynch 


| the engineer of the rear engine was manifest- 


ed, but he disappeared before the enraged 
passengers could reach him. Many of thein- 
jured were scalded by the steam escaping 
from the engine which caused the wreck. 
EXCITEMENT AT ATLANTIC CITY. 
ATLANTIC CiTy, N. Jd... August 12.—At 
midnight, last night, a dispatch Was sent to 
Camden for thirty-five stretchers. News of 
the accident caused intense excitement here, 
and when the delayed express arrived 
about midnight, a large crowd had assem- 
bled atthe depot. When the train arrived 
there were calls for the excursion train 
bands, butit was reported that they had 
prudently changed theiruniform, Owing to 
the excitement prevailing last night, but few 
ofthe names of the victims could be ob- 
tained. Itis learned, bowever,that a man 
named Sweeney, frcm West Philadelphia, 


. and a boy died soon after the accident, and 


that alady named Smith is expected to die. 
THE NEWS IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PUILADELPHIA, August 12.—At’t:45 this 
morning ambulances began to arrive at the 

hospital in this city, carrying those wounded 
in the accident on the Atlantic City road at 
Mays’ Landing. <All seemed to be either 
scaled or bruised. Many passengers in leap- 
ing through the windows of the cars fell into 
the river. It appears now as though only 
one had been killed outright ana forty-one 
injured, nearly ali belonging to the northwest 
part of this city. A number supposed to be 
fatally wounded were not brought tothis 
city.

As there were nearly 2,000 people from 
Philadelphia on the excursion, the excite- 
ment among those looking for friends at the 
wharf as the wounded were brought over 
from Camden was intense. Someof the wo- 
men had gone to the seaside in 
light summer costumes which proved slight 
protection against the steam jets, and the 
only difficulty isto see how these people are 
not burned. There was carried from the 
cars a mass of flour and cotton, under 
which the human form was scarcely distin- 
guishable, and but for the low moans 
they seemed dead. At2 o’clock this morn- 
ing ten ambulances were full and the number 
of stretchers proved inadequate. Several of 
the victims still remained in the cars.

the car, and lifting the roof of the cars over 
the smoke-stock. The shock broke one of

Fain had 
been pouring down, and ali the windows of 
the car were down, and the steam falling in- 
stantly added to the horror of the occasion 
and suffering of the victims. From out 
the concealing vapor came shrieks of women, 
wails of children and yells of men. The 
people on the first train ran pell-mell from 
the cars or jumped tbrough the windows, 
and itwas some time before they became 
sufficiently composed to make earnest efforts 
toresctie the injured and to relieve their 
sufferines,’’

A Story From Chicago—McDonaald and 
U.S. Marshal Fink. 

CuieaGO, August 12.—A morning paper 
publishes the following interview with a gen- 
tlemam Who was an eye-witness to a sipgular 
interview between President Grant and Gen. 
Jobn McDonald, in Februarry, 1877, shortly 
after the latter’s pardon and reloase from the 
penitentiary. The President was talking with 
three friends at the White House, when a 
servant brought a card which he handel to 
President Grant. The card read: 

John McDonald, Missouri 
tiary. 
President Grant paused a moment and then 
suid, **show the gentleman in.’’ Gen. Me- 
Donald appeared shortiy afterward with his 
usual gir of careless bravado, anda look of 
jaunty impudence in his smiling face. 

‘*You appear to be ina remarkable 
6f health,’’ said the Presiden) slowly. 

Gen, McDonald nodded. 

Gen, Grant continued: “I pardoned you 
out of the penitentiary on the certificates of 
pbysi¢ians that you were dying, that death 
was a matter of a short time unless yon were 
released. If 1 had known the truth and been 
aware of your real beslth I should have al- 
lowed you to remain.’’ 

McDonala’s eyes bad dropped under the 
steady look of the Tresident, whose face 
blazed with indignation at the deception 
practiged upon bim. 

Wiest pousing, Gen. Grant turnedtoa 
servant and said, “Show the gentleman the 
door.”” 

**MceDonald slunk outof the room likea 
whipped cur,’ said the narrator of this 
scene. Thesubject of the published inter- 
view is « gentleman whose word will not be 
questgoned by any one. At the time ofthe 
occurrence in question, though a Republican, 
be was no friend of the President’s, having 
vigorously opposed a second {term. He was 
also conscious from a partial know!edve of 
the factsthat as McDonald had repeatedly 
said the President was aware of 
the existence of the Whisky 
ripg, and prsctically in the power of the con- 
‘pirators. The scene between (irant and Me- 
Donald convinced him that McDonald had 
lied, *8 usual, and that Gen. Grant was as in- 
nocefitof any knowledge of the vast con- 
spiracy against theG vernment as a babe un- 
born. The gentleman stated in the course 
of the interview that just previous to 
the sitting of the National Republican Con- 
vention McDonald came to Chicago and vainly 
endeavored to dispose of ‘‘the secrets of the 
whisky ring’”’ to the anti-Grant managers. 
Gov. Tom Fletcher was also a witness to the 
scene between President Grant and McDon- 
ald, and will confirm substantially the state- 
ments made above.

ATroublesome Form of Mania. 
{From the Hartford Post. | 


One of the most singular phases of insanity 
isthe devélopment of jealousy and unrea- 
sonableness in married women. We know, 
of course, of thousands of cases where women 
have actually many hardships to endure and 
where they have abundant cause to distrust 
the honor and fidelity of their husbands; but 
there are cases Where innocent men are made 
te suffer terribly through the mania of wives 
on certain points, though in all other matters 
perfectly loveable and reasonable. It isa 
well-known fact to the medical school in 
which insanity is made a specialty that there 
is a common form of mania—kaoown to be a 
mania—among married women who ‘ ‘torture 
the lives” almost out of the kindest and most 
faithful of husbands. Butthe facts are not 
generally known, and many women of this 
class succeed in exciting a greatdeal of sym- 
pathy, because their temperament is known 
to be mild and their disposition genial and 
congenial so far as the publicis concerned. 

One case, which was strikingin its charac- 
ter and which came under the treatment of 
the Hartford retreat for theinsane, is an il- 
lustration of many. A married lady, living in 
a place on the Hudson not far from the city of 
New York, was a leader in the church, prom- 
inent in missionary and Sunday school work, 
and in all respects a most estimable Christian 
woman. She was loved by everybody for her 
exeeedingly amiable qualities. But there 
was this fault about her. When alone with 
her husband she would behave in the most 
unreasoning manner. He was doing business 
in the city of New York, and passed from and 
to his home daily. One freak of hers was to 
demand in the morning, when the ‘‘evil 
spirit’’ was on, that he would stay with her 
that day, and declare that he was giving too 
much attention te others and neglect- 
ing her. He would tell herthat he had im- 
portant engagements which must be met, and 
then she would fly into arage and threaten 
to kill herself unless he complied with her 
wishes. The poor man did not know what to 
do. Huis business was pressing, he could not 
neglect it, there was no reason in his wife’s 
demand, and yet he feared if he left her she 
would commit some dreadful aet; and so 
many days he remained at home the victim of 
torture inflicted by the mania of a woman 
who was jealous even of his attention to 
business—jealous of his attentions even 
to her, though he was 
kindest of men, as _ everybody 
Hie was puzzled what action to take, 
cause he was afraid that if. he told 
the actual truth about her, 1t would be con- 
tradicted among those who had only seen her 
company and observed the admirable Chris- 
tian and personal qualities she possessed. At 
last he sent for her fatber and mother and 
they came, and hetold them all, and they re- 
mained about the place quietly keeping out of 
sightand watching. They saw enough to 
convincethem that she was the victim of a 
mania, and then upon their advice physicians 
were calledand it was decided to remove her 
to Hartford. Whenshe got here she dis- 
played, as she had everywhere exceptmeg at 
home, the must amiable and loveable disposi- 
tion, to every one with whom she came in con- 
tact, and to her husband, when he called 
with others to visit ber. There was nothing 
about her conduct in public to indicate mania, 
and yet there was no doubt of its existence.

Six Shines for Ten Cents.

The bootblack’s name is Henry Bromley, 
avd he is from the good old State of Mas- 
sachusetts. He has followed the business of 
blacking boots all his lifetime, but some time 
ago the business in the Bay State grew so dull 
that he was reduced to blacking boots for one 
cent a pair. This was a little cheap, he 
thought, and so he conceived a plan whereby 
he could shine boots so cheaply that he could 
yet a large patronage—the old principle, 
*‘quick sales and small profits.?’ The follow- 
ing was bis plan: He had alarge number of 
cards printed which he sold for ten cents each. 
Every card had on it numbers from one to six 
inclusive, which represented six shines. The 
name and place of business of every man to 
whom a ticket was sold was taken down in the 
boot-black’s book. The bootblack then calied 
upon his customers regularly, and every time 
he blacked a pairof boots he punched a hole 
in the ticket of the owner. The plan proved 
very popular and the business grew very 
large. A short time ago the bootblack ap- 
peared inthis city, and, as he stated during 
the interview, he has found between 400 and 
500 customers. His business has increased 
so that he now hasseven boys working for 
him. The plan of the lad is well conceived, 
and if be continues as he has begun he seems 
to << assured of first-class wages for his 
work.

Homes of Parisian Artists. 

| From a Paris Letter to the N. O. Picayune] 
Monceau Plain is litterally covered with 
alaces, not one of which cost less than $60,- 
, and many of them have cost $200,000. 
The history of this quarter of Paris is curi- 
ous. One day Decamps and Jadin strolled 
bevond Parc Monceau, noticed land for sale, 
and bought it on speculation, giving three 
cents a yard forit. Detaille was one of the 
first tenants of the Plain. He then could af- 
ford to rent only asmall cotiage, and there he 
remained until he was able (which was soon, 
for fortune early took a fancy to him) to build 
the immense house in which he lives on Bou- 
levard Malesherbes. His house is nicknamed 
‘*La Petite Roquette,’’ because it does look 
very much like tbis prison, and he is chaffed a 
reat deal abont it; for he—an artist—has 
vilt himself one of the most uncemfortable 
houses in Paris. The studio is so large and 
so lofty it cannot be used except in the sum- 
mer months, when Detaille 1s never in l’aris! 
—and all the year round its light is so bad it 
is impossible to work init. Detaille has been 
oblrged to turn his coach-house into a studio. 
His old studio be has made a museum, and 
filled it with rare tapestry, Japanese brenzes, 
ictures, arms, armor, and other curiosities.

Decamps was veryrich and had no great 
confidence inthe good fortune of Monceau 
Pisid. Hesold hislots for $1 20 (they had 
cost thirty cents). Jadin (you know he is our 
most eminent painter of dogs) kept his land. 
When Boulevard Malesherbes was opened 
he granted permits to the makers of the boule- 
vardto empty carts on his lots, the makers 
paying him 60 cents for each yard of earth 
brought: soJadin got the land free with thir- 
ty cents ayard profitto boot, and he has since 
sold the land at $50, $40 and $50 a yard. ° 

Detaille’s next-door neighbor is Meissonier. 
This celebrated artist has already spent $400, - 
000 on his house, andit is still unfinished. It 
too has anickname, **The Mayor’s Oflfice,’’ 
partly because it is such an immense edifice 
and partly because the ambition of Meisson- 
nier’s life is to be Mayor of Foissey, wherejhe 
spends the greater part of the year, an am- 
bition destined never to be gratified. He has 
in his studio, and finished, a portrait of Mr. 
Vanderbilt, guests ina chateauin the days 
of Louis xII., and dragoons of the First Em- 
pire reconnoitering. 

Not far off is the mansion of Mme. Virot, 
which she owes to bonnets, for she was as fa- 
mous as a bonnet-maker as Worth is asa 
dressmaker. Emilie Gaillard, a wealthy ban- 
ker of Grenoble, has built an exact copy of 
the famous Chateau de Blois. Near it is the 
house in which Gounod lives. His study is 
twenty-four feet high. and has an organ waich 
cost bim $30,000. His library has 4,000 scores 
of opera. Seligmaan, the banker. has a mug- 
nificent house hard by, and his neighbors are 
Munkaesy, the artist: Leloir, Beaugnies, De 
Traz, Jacyjuet, Bastien Lepage, Clairir,Berne 
Bellecour (the father of eigut children), Eichel, 
Gombies, Roger Tourdaina, all artists; Chris- 
tophe and St. Marceaux, sculptors; Emile 
Perrin, manager of the French Comedy; Sara 
Bernbardt, the Wandering Jewess of the 
French Comedy. 

Around Park Monceau the houses are still 
more splendid. 1 donot belitve there is one 
of them which cost less than $500,000, Menier, 
the chocolate maker, bas built himself a house 
there which bas cost }400,600. Paola Marie 
bas a house onthe same park which cost a 
vyreat deal of money. These houses are not 
only handsome as mouuments of architectural 
talents, but all of them are adorned with wal! 
paintings (I purposely do not call them fres- 
coes),and with the rarest or most beautiful 
flowers apd sbrubs. One may stroll hours in 
this neighberhood and be delighted every 
step by new objects of beauty.
